SCORING 

When  the  puck 
is  put  fairly  into 
the  goal  by 
means  of  the  stick  or  if  it  should 
carom  off  any  part  of  a defend- 
ing player,  a goal  is  scored.  The 
duration  of  a match  is  60  min- 
utes, divided  into  three  periods 
of  20  minutes  each,  Rest  peri* 
ods  of  ten  minutes  are  allowed 
between  the  playing  periods, 

STOPPING  THE  PUCK 

A goal-keeper  may  stop  the 
puck  in  any  way  he  chooses,  but 
he  must  not  throw  if  forward. 


FALLING  ON  PUCK 

No  defending  player,  except 
the  goal  keeper,  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  fall  on  the  puck  when 
the  puck  i$  within  the  goal 
crease.  For  infringement  of  this 
rule,  play  shall  be  immediately 
stopped  and  a penalty  shot  shall 
be  ordered, 

THE  PENALTY  BENCH 

Each  rink  must 
be  provided  with 
a bench  capable

TIMING  DEVICES 

Each  rink  must  be  provided 
with  a gong  or  other  suitable 
sound  device  for  the  use  of 
timekeepers.  Each  rink  must  be 
provided  with  some  form  of 
electrical  clock  in  order  that 
spectators,  players  and  officials 
will  be  properly  informed  as  to 
the  time  element  at  all  stages 
of  the  game.

If  the  "icing  the  puck"  rule 
is  not  broken,  Lo.,  if  in  Ihe 
opinion  of  the  linesman  a play- 
er of  the  opposing  team  is  able 
lo  play  the  puck  before  tl 
passes  his  goal  line  but  does 
not  do  so,  the  linesman  signals 
"no  infraction"  by  extending 
palms  of  hands  horizontal  to 
the  lee.

Icing  the  Puck  moan*  delibaratsly  shooting  or  driving 
the  pEldc  from  a player*!  defensive  half  of  the  rink  across 
the  goal  lino. 

In  king  tho  Puck  when  your  team  is  at  equal  or  superior 
strength*  * faeo-off  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  rink  will 
occur  when  the  “Iced  Puck"  is  picked  up  by  an  cff-sEde 
player  or  an  opposing  player  except  goaf  keeper*  An 
JrOrt-Side°  player  is  eligible  to  go  down  the  ice  and  pick 
up  an  "Iced  Puck”* 

If,  when  Icing  the  Puck,  the  defending  goal  keeper 
touches  the  puck  or  Ibo  puck  touches  the  goal  keeper, 
the  puck  is  in  play. 

An  off-side  player  is  one  who  is  in  the  zone  ahead  of 
the  player  shooting  or  driving  the  puck.  At  the  time  puck 
Is  shot,  an  on^side  player  is  one  who  i*  in  the  same  zone 
or  in  back  of  the  player  driving  or  shooting  the  puck. 

If,  in  an  attempt  to  Ice  the  Puck,  the  puck  enters  the 
goal,  a goal  is  scored. 

If  a foam  is  ploying  with  one  or  two  men  short,  they 
may  lee  the  Puck  and  hove  one  of  their  own  players  pick 
it  up  if  he  Is  on-sTde*  If  the  player  picking  up  puck  is 
off-side*  a faeo-off  will  be  held  in  team's  defensive  zone. 
If,  with  a team  short  one  or  two  men  and  the  Puck  is 
Iced,  the  puck  will  continue  in  ploy  if  plckod  up  by 
opposing  players. 

If,  when  Icing  the  Puck,  the  puck  accidently  strikes  the 
equipment  or  the  person  of  an  opposing  player,  it  wifi 
continue  in  play  and  is  not  considered  Icing  the  Puck. 


OFF  SIDES  RULING 

If  an  offensive  player  crosses  the  blue  lino  into  Attack- 
ing Zano  and  is  in  the  Attacking  Zone  at  the  time  the 
puck  crosses  the  blue  lire,  he  shall  bo  deemed  Off-Sides. 

In  determining  player's  position  on  Off-Si des,  the 
position  of  his  skates  shall  determine  tame.  If  one  skate 
is  over  the  blue  line  ahead  of  the  puck,  he  will  be  ad- 
judged Off-Sides.  If  player's  arms  or  stick  extendi  over 
the  blue  line  and  both  hi*  skates  remain  behind  the  blue 
line,  it  shall  not  be  determined  Off-Sides, 

If  a team  i*  adjudged  Off-Sides,  a face-off  will  take 
place  at  the  face-off  spots  near  the  bluo  lino  going  into 
the  attacking  zone.  However,  if  the  Off-Sides  is  deemed 
intentional  by  the  officials,  the  face-off  wilt  take  place 
at  the  face-off  spots  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  rink.

Blue  Line:  Blue  Lines  used  to  separate  Defensive,  Neutral  end 
Attacking  Zones, 

Board  Checking:  Driving  opposing  player  into  boards  with  body 
check. 

Center  Circle:  Fifteen  foot  circle  in  center  of  rmlt  for  face-off  te 
start  periods  and  after  scoring  goals. 

Cross  Check:  Having  both  hands  on  stick  and  contacting  op* 
portent  with  same  when  no  part  of  stick  is  on  Ice- 

Defensive  Men:  The  Right  Defense  and  the  Left  Defense. 

Face-Off:  Tossing  of  puck  on  ice  by  official  to  start  play. 

Face-Off  Circles : Two  at  each  end — used  for  face-offs  when 
iting  the  puck  and  for  illegal  passing, 

Hat  Trick:  Scoring  three  goals  in  one  game. 

High-Sticking:  Striking  opposing  player  above  shoulders  with 
stick. 

Icing  the  Puck:  A defensive  stroke  by  sending  the  puck  the 
length  of  the  rink.  Usually  used  for  a stalling  tactic. 

Illegal  Pass:  A pass  which  is  started  in  Defensive  Zone  and 
picked  up  by  an  Off-Side  pfayer  beyond  the  rad  line. 

Major  Penality;  For  major  infraetfoni-  -time  usually  five  minutes. 

Match  Penalty:  For  serious  infraction  of  rules — player  and  team 
penalized. 

Minor  Penalty!  For  minor  infractions— time  two  minutes. 

The  Officials:  Referee.  Linemen,  Scorer.  Goa!  Judges,  Tima- 
keeper  and  Penalty  Timekeeper. 

Off-Sid*;  Preceding  puck  into  attacking  zone. 

Overtimes;  Per  League  rules — [international  League  rule  calls 
for  ton  minute  extra  pa  tied, | 

Penalty  Shat:  Free  shat  at  goal  due  to  infraction  by  opposition. 

Periods:  Game  divided  "nto  three  twenty  minute  oer,ods. 

Rod  Una:  Twelve  -nch  lino  directly  in  center  of  rink — =.apo rates 
rink  into  two  iones. 

Slashing;  Striking  opposing  player  with  stick. 

Spearing:  Jabbing  end  of  stick  into  opposing  pieyer's  body. 

Time  Outs:  Only  at  the  Cell  of  referee  for  rule  infractions  Or 
when  goals  are  scored  or  when  puck  is  out  of  bounds. 

Tripping:  Upsetting  player  either  through  means  of  your  foot 
or  stick. 

Wing  Man:  Right  and  Left  Wing  Men — attacking  players.
